question for the jury to.decidée was who did 
it, There wns no ‘doubt that there were cir 
cumstances of. suspicion against the prisoner, 
‘It, was perfectly’ clear that, according. to the 
witnesses, ‘the prisoner ‘was the only person. 


, Present when the thieves were alleged to hava 


entered, Tt was also’ clear that the prisoner 
was the only person who could give an account 
of ‘what happened between about nine and 
eleven oclock, There were suspicions against 
her. He would: submit and read a,number of 
authorities that there wag nothing more dan- 
gerous than. what was-called circumstantial- 
and presumptive evidence. This was a typical 
case; asthe evidence did not purport to prove 
directly that the person charged committed the 
murder, though it, purported to taise the infer 
ence. He thought bis Lordship would confirm 
his statement when he said that more miscar- 
riages of justice were due to evidence of this 
character than to anything else. Frequently 
circamstantial evidence had been Held to, 
Were the facts proved inconsistent with the 
innocence ‘of the prisaner?.
